A rapid succession of tornadoes 
and other weather fury killed 46 
persons and caused millions of dol­ 
lars of property damage over tire 
weekend in widely scattered areas, 
The storms raked nine states, in­ 
jured at least 
229 
persons 
and 
.‘mashed 900 houses. In Washington, 
Basil O’Connor, president of the 
American Bed Cross said the organ­ 
ization had set aside $800,000 for 
relief of the many hundreds left 
homeless. „ 
Hardest hit were Missouri, Illinois 
and Indiana where a total of 44 
persons were killed. Other deaths 
were reported in 
Kentucky 
and 
Pennsylvania while West Virginia, 
Texas, Tennessee, Iowa and Mary­ 
land reported heavy property dam­ 
age. 
Cape Girardeau, in southeastern 
Missouri with 21 dead and property 
damage estimated at between three 
and four million dollars suffered the 
most. A survey of that hard-hit city 
showed 202 houses totally destroyed. 
231 damaged, 18 business buildings 
amt a church destroyed, and 12 bus­ 
iness buildings and another church 
damaged in the city of 20,000 popu­ 
lation. More than JOO persons were 
injured and hundreds left homeless 
Three other Missouri towns, not 
db certy in the path of the twister 
each reported one dead. They are 
Clarksville, Bess Ville and Cabool. 
Indian as ll dead and 41 injured 
are at Shelburn, Terre Haute and 
Clay City.

GERMANS SEEK 
ALLIED HELP 


Strikers In Berlin Want 
Big Three To Intervene 
In Their Behalf 


BERLIN, May 23- < API—West­ 
ern Berlin’s railway strikers clam­ 
ored today for allied intervention in 
the ’ civil war” with the Soviet con­ 
trolled railway management. 
Commanders of the United States, 
Britain and France in Berlin met 
this morning at the call of ti. S. 
Brig. Gen Prank I* Howeley who 
said he wanted to discuss “the in­ 
tolerable situation.” 
After a weekend of bloody rioting 
in which Soviet-con trolled police 
used guns and mobs of strikers end 
sympathizers used sticks and stones, 
most trouble spots were at least 
temporarily inactive. 
The striking railway union made 
three demands on their bosses, tho 
i-kwiet -controlled Retchsbahn: 
I - Withdrawal of Boviet-sector 
police from all railway installations 
in west Berlin. The Russians haw 
control of the railway throughout 
the city under a four-power agree­ 
ment.

Smith—who is certainly .no lady 
and probably no poet—would be 
a happy man indeed. 
For his J ob is to make as much 
of the world laug h as he can. He 
writes funny books for a living . 
Smith should be in a position to 
g ive a formula on how to be fun­ 
ny in print. Beg inning in 1941 with 
"Low Man On a Totem Pole,” his 
books have sold some 
2,6 0 0 ,0 0 0 
copies. His publisher say s he is "the 
best-selling humorist since Mark 
Twain." 
But « Smith knows of no sure-fire 
formula for creating a belly laug h 
“ The problem a humorist faces,*1 


he said, *is that people are on dif­ 
ferent wmVe leng ths. The public 
reacts differently. Humor is the 
most difficult form of ex pression 
for the reason that you are never 
sure of it. And there is nothing 
sorrier than a joke that doesn’t g o. 
“ You have to tell y ouseli: ‘To 
hell with the others—I’ll write for 
those on my beam’.” 
The humor wave leng ths at his 
own four-acre homestead at sub­ 
urban Mt. Rise? collide head-on. 
Smith’s daug hter, Nancy, 20, likes 
his writing , but he doubts if his son, 
Allen, 21, has ever read one of his 
11 books clear throug h.

Ev ery home own er n eeds a work­ 
shop, either as a hobby or for the 
thousan d an d on e main ten an ce an d 
repair jobs that keep bobbin g up. 
Outfittin g a workshop may be some­ 
thin g of a problem to a begin n er 
Here’s how a v eteran han dy man 
says it should be don e: 
If your home has a basemen t, 
th at’s probably the place for your 
workshop. In a basemen tless home, 
corn er of the utility room will 
suffice. The first req uiremen t is a 
workben ch. 
Be 
sure 
it’s 
heav y- 
en ough to stan d up un der rugged 
treatm en t an d high en ough so you 
can work without uhdue back ben d­ 
in g. 
The n ext step is to put in a 
supply of basic tools. 
You’ll n eed 
a v ise, a hammer, a han dsaw, a 
plan e, a brace an d bits an d an as­ 
sortmen t of pliers, wren ches, screw­ 
driv ers an d chisels. 
Need Crosscut Saw 
The han dsaw should be of the 
crosscut type, with eight or n in e 
teeth to the in ch. 
Later you may 
wan t to add a ripsaw but a cross­ 
cut saw will take care of an occa­ 
sion al rippin g Job. The v ise should 
be of malleable iron jaws at least 
three in ches wide. A v ise with hard 
en ed remov able Jaws is fav ored by 
the experts, but costs more. Heav y 
steel hammers are better than light 
on es. A rippin g hammer, the kin d 
with claws th at go straight back 
will get n ails out without ben din g 
them. 
A brace with a sweep of about six 
in ches is recommen ded few: wood 
borin g. 
The raehet type can be 
worked easiest in cloae 
q uarters 
The bits th at can be used most 
often are the q uarter-, half- an d 
on e-in ch sizes. A bit with a screw 
driv er en d will come in han dy. 
The careful craftsman will wan t 
to hav e his corn ers true an d sur­ 
faces lev el, so a combin ation sq uare 
with built-in lev el should be in the 
tool kit. Less v ersatile but still use­ 
ful Is a carpen ter s framin g sq uare 
Try Newer Materials 
The lumber n eeded for

jobs can be purchased as the n eeds 
arise, but the workshop should be 
well stocked with n ails, screws an d 
bolts 
in a 
wide v ariety of sizes 
Glass Jars with screw type tops are 
han dy receptacles for these fast­ 
en ers. '• 
In addition to workin g with wood, 
the home craftsm an will fin d pleas­ 
ure an d satisfaction in puttin g to 
use some of the n ewer buildin g ma 
terials. 
In sulatin g board, for ex j 
ample, is easy to han dle an d it has 
scores of uses. On e project n ot be­ 
yon d the skill of the av erage han dy 
man might be erectin g a partition 
to close off the room.

Construction of now homes is be­ 
ing retarded by the cut In funds 
for operating the Federal Housing 
Administration, according to Frank 
W. Cortright, executive vice presi­ 
dent of the National Association of 
Home Builders. 
Cortright warned in the Wash­ 
ington Letter of the association that 
the reduction of $800,000 ordered by 
congress in the operating funds of 
the mortgage financing agfency is 
having a drastic effect in slowing 
down the start of new homes. Un­ 
like most government agencies, op­ 
erations of the FHA have returned 
several million dollars profit to the 
government. 
Backlog of Applications 
The cut in the budget of the 
agency was ordered when a peak 
load of applications has swamped 
the agency, Mr. Cortright pointed 
out. 
Already a backlog of appli­ 
cations for 83,000 units, half of 
them rental housing, has piled up. 
“The FHA is merely requesting 
the right to expand its own funds,” 
Mr. Cortright said. 
“These funds 
are obtained 
from FHA 
normal 
insurance operation. 
Rather than 
coating 
the 
government .money 
FHA is a highly profitable corpo­ 
ration.” 
The basic factor affecting FHA 
administrative expense is the voi 
uihe 
of 
insurance 
applications. 
These have been on the increase 
since the enactment of the Housing 
Act of 1948. 
Original FHA Budget Cited 
“The original FHA 
budget 
for 
fiscal 1949 was $19,000,000 based on 
an anticipated 341,500 unit appli­ 
cations,” Mr.. Cortright continued 
“After the passage of the so-called 
teeny-weeny’ Housing Act of 1948 
It became evident that applications 
would soar to at least 541,000. 
The 
eightieth congress authorised FHA 
to operate oh a deficiency basis to 
meet the new workload.’’ 
Unless congress restores the full 
amount requested, FHA will find it 
self with less personnel to handle 
an increasing volume of business, 
he declared. 
This will mean less 
homes built t*y the thousands of 
private builders who are waiting for 
FHA approval to obtain production 
financing. 
It also will mean future 
lass«i to the government as a re­ 
sult of inadequate risk determine 
tlon by employes working 
under 
heavy pressure, he added.

When more than 30 friends a t­ 
tended the house-warming at the 
new Howard Minser home at 1885 
N. Ellsworth ave., they viewed one 
of the most attractive nine-room 
homes in the Salem area. Although 
the Minsers moved in last winter, 
the interior has been recently com­ 
pleted. 
On the first floor of 
the 
brick 
structure are the living room, dining 
room, kitchen, breakfast nook, bath 
and bedroom. On the second floor 
are four rooms and a bath which 
have been made into an apartmem 
A high frame dormer in the back 
of the house and dormers in the 
front of the house allow full ceil­ 
ings for second floor rooms. 
A 
separate inside entrance is used for 
the apartment. 
The house is 40 ft. wide by 30 ft. 
deep, plus the breakfast room on 
the back of the house. 
In the basement is a recreation 
room with a large sandstone fire­ 
place which is duplicated in the 
first floor living room. 
There are 
also fruit, coal and laundry rooms 
in the basement. 
The 
house 
is 
heated by hot water and convector- 
type radiators. A shower has been 
installed in the basement as have 
a freeeer, water-softener 
and 
a 
place for canning equipment. 
Smooth plaster has been used for 
the walls. They have been painted 
in pastel shades. 
Dark mahogany 
doors have been placed throughout 
the home. Hardwood flooring is in 
all rooms except kitchen and baths. 
Mrs. Minser said that as they 
have a large house some room spacv 
could be sacrificed in order to have 
larger closets than is found in most 
homes. 
Four 
three-window units 
have 


been contracted in the living room 
and connecting dining room. 
The 
larger, center sections are the pic­ 
ture window type while the two 
smaller 
windows 
at 
either 
side 
swing out—casement style. 
The kitchen is long and rectan­ 
gular shaped with working shelves, 
stove and sink in a straight line 
and are well lighted with two large 
windows. 
A novel dust bin in the 
kitchen allows 
Mrs. 
Minser , to 
sweep any floor dust into an open­ 
ing at floor level. 
It collects in a 
bin in the basement. 
Wood cab­ 
inets are used in the Minser kitch­ 
en. 
The 
convenient 
plug-in 
phon- 
has been installed. 
In back of the house is a 16 ft, 
by 30 ft. insulated frame woodwork­ 
ing shop where Minser pursues his 
hobby. 
It is 
fully 
floored 
and 
heated and contains a number of 
power tools. 
A brick two-oar garage is 24 ft. 
by 22 ft., has a cement floor and 
overhead doors. 
Minser plans to 
completely floor the second story 
for storage space. 
The house has been built on a 
two-acre plot with approximately 
one acre devoted to garden space. 
A covered terrace will 
be 
con­ 
structed in back of the house and 
summer 
plans 
Include 
complete 
landscaping of the ground around 
the home. 
W. W. Luce was the contractor 
and John Auld handled the mason­ 
ry phase o f construction far the 
home which is placed in the $25,000 
bracket. 


Building Costs 
Rise Less Than 
After Other War 


Because of increased efficiency 
in the construction Industry, home 
building 'costs have had 
a 
more 
moderate increase since the begin­ 
ning of World war II than In the 
comparable period for World war 
I, Melvin H. Baker, chairman of 
the Construction Industry Informa­ 
tion Committee, says. 
Although the housing demand 
ha* been cvei whelmingly great*! 
in the more recent period, residen­ 
tial building costs have risen Only 
114 percent from 1939 through 1948, 
as compared with a rise of 128 per­ 
cent in the much shorter period of 
1914 to 1920, according to the 20 
city index of E. H. Boeckh and As­ 
sociates,” Mr. Baker said. 
The extraordinary demand since 
World war n and the great infla­ 
tionary pressures which have raised 
the prices of all commodities have 
been counteracted to a marked ex­ 
tent by a great improvement in the 
organiration, 
flexibility, and per­ 
formance of the building industry 
itself,” Mr. Baker said. 
“This time there was swift im­ 
provement 
in the availability of 
building materials, greatly increased 
use of more efficient tools, mater­ 
ials, parts, and methods, and a re­ 
sulting large volume of new housing 
production immediately after 
the 
war. 
This production in the crit­ 
ical first three years after World 
Var n was almost two and a half 
times as great as in the like per­ 
iod after the first World war. 
“Not only the quantity of pro­ 
duction but also the stability of 
performance has been a factor that 
has helped to resist the many in­ 
flationary pressures connected with 
housing. 
“Within the second year 
aftev 
the end of World war I, a sharp de­ 
cline in volume of residential con­ 
struction had begun. 
Today, we 
find ourselves with three and a half 
years of postwar accomplishment 
behind us and production still go­ 
ing strong. 
. “The Boeckh index is a 
widely 
used and accepted measurement of 
residential building costs.’*

homes. 
Formerly the cost of In­ 
stalling heavy cables to more than 
one awttch was a real handicap. 
With cheap wiring any number of 
control combinations can Jse work­ 
ed out. 
For example, front and rear door 
lights can be switched on not only 
at the doors, but from kitchen or 
bedroom, as well. The radio can be 
switched of t temporarily from the 
telephone' location. 
The 
electric 
coffee maker can be turned on from 
the bedroom when the family gets 
up. 
An entire house lighting sys­ 
tem can be switched on from a bed­ 
room if an intruder is heard. 
Because of the low voltage at the 
switches the danger of shock from 
wet hands is eliminated. 
This is 
especially important in bathrooms, 
laundries and kitchens. 
Also any 
switch can 1» short circuited with­ 
out danger of fire from overheated 
wires.
